There was a meeting of the Directors and Executive held in Ottawa to chart the new future of Radio 
Amateurs of Canada’s future. It was a busy weekend; we met until 8:30 on Friday night and Saturday from 
8:30 AM until 8:30 PM with two breaks for meals. Sunday we went from 8:00 AM until Noon. 


For the moment I cannot tell you of all the changes we will make as it will take a little time to 
implement them. But there will be changes. I know everyone wants things done now, and to be honest so 
do I. But very shortly you will see positive changes to the way RAC does business. I hope you can just hold 
on for a little while longer. 


One thing that did become very evident during our meetings was that to survive RAC needs more 
members.

RAC members gave RAC the resources to 
convince the Ontario Government to allow us to continue to use our mobile radios in Ontario. And RAC will 
continue to lobby the Ontario Government to allow Amateurs a permanent exemption to use 2 way radios in 
the future. 


Commercial interests are eyeing our VHF and UHF frequencies and would snap them up in a minute. 
BPL while somewhat abated is not dead completely, and could ruin our HF frequencies for all of us. RAC is 


your collective voice in these maters. 


Will you become one of those members and help us continue to represent all Amateurs in North / East 
Ontario to ensure that we have a future? 


In the 3 years that I have been a Director this is the most united, strong and cooperative President, 
Directors and Executive I have worked with. And because of their work and your help as a member Amateur
